FOUR 
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CALL TO ACTION 
The urg ent tone which seemed to be 
lacking in America’s initial responses to 
recent major Soviet missile-satellite g ains 
has now been supplied by President Eisen­ 
hower. But setting the proper mood for 
the hard job ahead is clearly only a beg in­ 
ning . 
Wide approval has been voiced of his 
appointment of Dr. J ames R. Killian J r., 
president of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technolog y, to coordinate and speed the 
country’s scientific defense prog ram, with 
particular stress on long -rang e missiles. 
But the proof will be in the pudding , in 
the evidence yet to be had that the United 
States has in fact made critical advance 
in missiles and satellites and thus has closed 
the dang erous g ap opened by the Soviet 
Union. 
In many ways Mr. Eisenhower showed 
his deep concern for what Russia has done 
and his recog nition that this demands of 
all of us, from the top down, a new spirit 
of effort and dedication if we are to pre­ 
serve the free way of life. 
The President hit the proper point when 
he said Soviet launching s of earth satellites

Shan­ 
ley laid a g ood foundation for him self to run for 
United States Senato r; but he could not o verco m e 
the g eneral Republican opposition to the Sherm an 
Adams brand of Republicanism, 
No w Meynor is already being boosted for the 
Presidency and the point is being made that he 
can do bettor than Senato r J ohn Kennedy of 
M assachusetts. Also Mayor Robert W ag ner is be­ 
ing referred to as a possibility because o f the very 
larg e vote he g ot in New York City. It is sug ­ 
g ested that Senato r Lyndon J ohnson of Texas 
cannot be nominated because of the integ ratio n

The truth of the m atter is that there are no 
lo ng er any real political parties in the United 
States. The Republican Party is so lacking in ap­ 
peal that even the Wall Streeters who made mil 
lions during the first Eisenho wer Administration, 
decline to contribute funds for various Republi­ 
can purposes which is disg usting ing ratitude on 
their part. The N ew York City m ayo rality cam 
paig n w itnessed the amazing spectacle of a Re­ 
publican candidate running witho ut any m oney 
at all. 
On the o ther hand, the Dem o crats are divid­ 
ed between No rtherners and So utherners, be­ 
tween the A.D.A. crowd and the co nservative, 
traditional Dem ocrats.

She also won the title of being 
the first woman to d riv e an au to­ 
mobile across the continent.* On 
this tou r, she v isited with the 
Gov ernor of each state who gav e 
her an official welcome which 
was wid ely pu blicized . 
She wrote many articles on 
aeronau tics and the d ev elopment 
of commercial av iation, and later 
was appointed in 1929 as tiead 
of the ed u cation d iv ision of the 
Max imu m Safety Airplane Co.
